OKLAHOMA CRAZE AND PUBLIC 
LANDS. 
The excitement over the Oklahoma 
lands shows how little rome people con­ 
sider the oost of suob a rush from a com­ 
mon sense business point of view. The 
speculative spirit btoomes 
mad, and 
hence 
thousands 
stirt in quest of 
that 
whioh 
they 
know 
but lit­ 
tle 
or 
nothing 
about, 
but 
not 
until they get coded 
off by hard­ 
ships and disappointment, do they real­ 
ize how dis&sterous and foolish it is to 
give up something for nothing. It these 
men who are so anxious to plant their 
homes rn the Oklahoma district would 
exercise a little discretion, they would 
not 
be 
forced 
to 
bewail 
their 
folly 
nor 
pine 
over 
their 
unexpected lll-lnok. How much trou­ 
ble, discomfort, loss of temper, wreck of 
homes, loss of property, they would avoid, 
did they take time to soberly consider 
the fact that there are less than two mil­ 
lion sores of land in Oklahoma to be di­ 
vided into IGO acres lots- 
This is not 
enough to drive the speculative spirit to 
madness; neither is it enough to induce 
a man of ordinary business sense to take 
any chances in that territory. 
If a poor man wants a farm he can get 
one on tetter terms than joming the 
rash for Oklahoma. Here are some faots 
touching the public lands of the United 
States that should be read with thought­ 
fulness because of the nnnsnal import­ 
ance attached to them: 
There are public lands still undisposed 
of and open to settlement in nineteen 
states and eight territories, a large pro­ 
portion of which compares favorably with 
these coveted aures i" the Indiau Terri­ 
tory . These lands vary in prioe from 
$1.25 to $2.50 an acre, are accurately 
surveyed, and can be secured on applica­ 
tion without risk of future disturbance, 
with every right and title established by 
document. The total area of these avail­ 
able lands in acres is 1.815.504,147, com­ 
pared with whioh the Oklahoma tract is 
Mj a drop in 
a bucket of water.

It 
makes men wild. They don't consider 
the matter in the light of a business 
proposition. They simply want land for 
nothing, and will leave their established 
homes and will run nine ohanoes in ten 
of losing all they have to gratify their 
desire to make a settlement in a new ter­ 
ritory where land can be obtained for 
pre-emption. 
Lind,, good land, cia ba bought to­ 
day in Dakota, Nebraska, or Kansas, for 
leas money than it will take to secure a 
farm in Oklahoma. The tract is to far 
removed from civilization, from markets, 
and so on to be of special value. Some 
of the rushers to that territory who are 
now sick with disappointment, are find­ 
ing out that Oklahoma lands at any 
prioe are far from being a bargain. 


In looking for contrasts between Wash­

—Denial^ is made of tho 
report that Gen. Orlando Smith, first vice­ 
president of the Baltimore & Ohio road, is 
to retire from that position. 
Fort Wayne, Ind.—The annual meeting 
of the Woman’s Presbyterian Board of 
Missions is in session, Mrs. Benjamin 
Douglas of Chicago presiding. 
Pittsburg, Pa.—The National Reform 
association, in conference here, adopted a 
resolution asking President Harrison to 
mention the name of Christ in state papers, 
especially in Thanksgiving proclamations. 
New York—Miss Alice M. Allen, who 
claimed to have been poisoned by medicine 
given her by a doctor while a passenger on 
the steamer Georgia of the State Line com­ 
pany, has recovered a verdict of $12,500 
against the company. 
Brooklyn, N. Y .—Nearly 4,000 people 
at $1 and $2 a head assembled in the Fifth 
Avenue Casino, at the testimonial benefit 
given to John L. Sullivan, who made a 
speech, and promised to do his duty in the 
forthcoming contest with Kilrain. 
Marshall, Texas—John 
Fletcher 
was 
fatally wounded by a man named Douglass 
for refusing to participate in the robbery 
of a countryman. 
Douglass and two 
others beat and robbed the old man and 
have been arrested, charged with murder 
and robbery. 
Beach Hill, N. S.—Lightning struck the 
house of Johu Schofield. 
Mr. Schofield 
was instantly killed, as was also a 12-year- 
old child, who was struck by a falling 
beam. 
Mrs. Schofield and three children 
were found by neighbors huddled together 
in a corner of the room in a demented con­ 
dition. 


A r k a n sa s C ity , Kan., April 25.—The 
Invasion of the Cherokee strip bv the dis­ 
appointed Oklahoma boomers commenced 
Wednesday. 
Early in the morning six 
families started and they were followed 
during the day by enough more to run the 
number up to about fifty. 
Many wagons 
are now standing around the borders of the 
place, the owners of which being undecided 
as to what course they will pursue. 
A 
majority of them are anxious to get into 
the strip, but are afraid to come into’conflict 
with the United States troops. 
They are, 
therefore, awaiting to see what kind of 
treatment will be accorded those who have 
already started. 
The trouble now is that the movement 
lacks a leader. 
There are plenty of men 
here who are willing to do the talking in 
favor of the project, but they are unwill­ 
ing to bo known as the bona-fide leaders 
of the project 
Those who started over 
the strip Wednesday morning did so with 
the idea of meeting a band of about IOO 
boomers which is now on its way through 
the strip from the Oklahoma country. 
It 
is then proposed to exchange opinions, and 
whatever the majority agrees to will be 
done, provided C apt Hayes’ command, 
which is now marching northward, does 
not invite them back to the 
line. 
In the meantime the Cherokee council 
has held a meeting, and fearing the threat­ 
ened invasion of their lands has selected a 
commissioner in the person of John Pap pin, 
a.full -blooded Cherokee, to go to Wash­ 
ington and present the matter before 
President Harrison. 
He passed through 
Arkansas City to day. 
To your corres­ 
pondent he admitted that he was not sure 
the Government at Washington would do 
anything for the relief of the Indians. He 
even thought that instructions would be 
issued to the troops to go slow in the m at­ 
ter of driving the boomers off the strip. 
This would be done, he thought, to com­ 
pel the Cherokees to accept the $1.25 per 
acre now offered them for the 6,000,000 
acres contained in the strip. 
If the first 
boomers were allowed to squat on these 
lands there would be such a rush that the 
Oklahoma boom would fade into insignifi­ 
cance by comparison. 
Gen. Merritt, who is in command of the 
military forces in the Oklahoma country, 
has ordered a troop of the Seventh cavalry 
to Cant. Hayes’ command. 
Tho latter 
will have full control of the strip and has 
been ordered to permit boomers three days 
for rest in crossing and then to drive them 
off the strip. 
Capt Hayes will probably 
issue his order to-day. 
He will have his 
headquarters at Ponca for a few days, that 
point being exactly in the center of the 
Cherokee country. 
The train service between Arkansas City 
and Guthrie and the other Oklahoma points 
has practically collapsed. Though Guthrie 
is only 85 miles from here it now takes a 
train seventeen hours to make the distance. 
Passengers leave Guthrie hungry, and when 
they arrive here after almost a day’s ride 
they are simply exhausted. 
Four hundred 
loaded freight cars are lying on the side­ 
tracks here, and there is no possibility of 
moving them. 
Each car contains supplies 
which are badly needed, and their inability 
to reach the Oklahoma towns is bound to 
make the suffering terrible. 
Cattle trains 
are also tied up, and the dumb brutes are 
dying by the scores for tho want of food 
and water. 
Two trains which passed through to-day 
from the Territory carried about 200 dis 
gusted boomers from Guthrie. 
One of 
these trains was a freight, and the holders 
of first-class tickets purchased at Guthrie 
were glad to ride on the tops of the cars to 
get out of that town. 
The road is abso­ 
lutely unable to carry 4oue tenth of those 
who wish to got away.

W ashington, April 25.—The following 
telegram from Gen. Merritt dated at Okla­ 
homa station has been received: 
‘‘Reports from Kingfisher, Guthrie, and 
Purcell state that everything is progress­ 
ing in a quiet and orderly manner and 
with. no serious friction or disturbance of 
any kind. 
The reports indicate that there 
are from ten to twelve thousand people in 
the Territory. Capt. McArthur at Guthrie 
reports about three thousand there, and 
Capt. Hall at Kingfisher about tho same 
I number 
there, 
and 
there are throe 
! or four thousand in this vicinity and be­ 
tween here and PurcelL 
Lieut. Dodge 
of my staff, whom I ordered to Purcell 
on duty, returned last night about 9 
o’clock and reported everything moving 
in a satisfactory manner, and the incoming 
settlers cheerful and well-disposed. 
Tnis 
may be said to be the condition of affairs 
in all sections of the country. 
In my 
opinion quite a number of people have 
been deterred from entering the country 
owing to the exaggerated reports as to 
numbers coming in and tho difficulties of 
getting here. 
However, from reports 
from Forts Sill, Reno, and elsewhere, I 
am satisfied that the arrangements per­ 
fected will prevent serious trouble of any 
kind, though there may be remote sections 
of the country be individual cases of 
strife.”

Federal Official* Repeat the Same Tac­ 
tics ae at Guthrie. 
Oklahoma C it y , Oklahoma Ter., April 
25.—Oklahoma, properly speaking, was 
claimed in an hour, excepting that portion 
which was captured before time by those 
appointed to go down and execute the law. 
The deputy United States marshals laid 
out the town Sunday night, and Monday 
morning 
they 
covered the 
supposed 
choice sites with tents. 
When the train 
from the north arrived about I o’clock, 
consisting of twenty-three cars, containing 
about two thousand people, about 700 had 
been at work. 
The later comers were 
simply struck with amazement. (IThey did 
not repeat the wild rush at Guthrie, as they 
were too much astounded to run. 
They 
mechanically walked over to the town site, 
took what the government officials had 
kindly left, not wanting, and went on out 
two miles staking town lots. 
Water at 
Oklahoma fis plenty. 
There is not the 
same suffering as at Guthrie, and, in fact, 
there is a lack of dirt and dust 
As at 
Guthrie, the days are hot, the nights cold, 
and food is hard to obtain. 
The newcomers at Guthrie are peaceably 
inclined, but they may yet show their in­ 
dignation over the action of the Govern­ 
ment officials. 
There is now an organized 
crowd which to-morrow will put a squat­ 
ter upon the lot of every man who ante­ 
dates 12 o’clock noon on the 22d. 
They 
have been at work securing the names of 
these people, and have now the exact loca­ 
tions. 
In the forenoon IOO lots, all choice 
ones, will be jumped at one time, while the 
jumpers will be backed by 200 armed men. 
If peaceable possession is given, being 
overpowered by numbers, there will be no 
trouble. 
Should resistance be made then 
force will be used to eject from the prop­ 
erty those men and their property will be 
thrown from their lots, even if in doing 
this it is cast upon some other person’s 
lot. 
Be it understood that Guthrie Is a city of 
6,000 people with no streets. 
The outlying 
claimants have been crossing near the 
center of the town and have been staking 
out and improving their claims in the so­ 
called streets and alleys. 
The result of 
this is that the speculators have a black 
eye. 
The lots sold the first day were the 
only ones upon which any money was 
made, and there were but a few of them. 
Now£that freight can be obtained, build­ 
ing in both cities is going on rapidly. 
Building in Lisbon will be much slower, 
owing to the long freightage by wagon, but 
this will prove rather an advantage than 
otherwise, as it will be a means of liveli­ 
hood for hundreds who are hero almost 
moneyless but have their teams. 
The settlers have already commenced to 
break the sod, and, the condition at this 
time being favorable, there will be enough 
vegetables raised for home consumption, 
while the horses will have their corn fodder 
to carry them through the winter. 
There 
will be no famine, although there will be 
much suffering, and there can not help be­ 
ing some cases of such dire necessity that 
the liberal people of Missouri and Kansas 
will be called upon to render aid. 
The 
present population will not be kept up,

S p r in g f ie l d , 111., April 25.—Notwith­ 
standing the stand taken by the Senate 
that no Hon e bills would be considered in 
the Senate until the House takes action 
upon some of the bills that have passed tho 
Senate, 
Senator Crawford succeeded in 
having the House annexation bill called up 
in the Senate for pa-^.ago under a suspen­ 
sion of tho rules. 
The bill was r. ad a third 
time and passed without opposition. 
Senator Humphrey’s bill repealing sec­ 
tion 35 of the lion law of 1887 was de­ 
feated by a vote of IO ayes to 27 noes. 
The Senate bills making appropriation 
for the Illinois.Institut.on for tho Deaf and 
Dumb, for tho ordinary expenses of the 
Southern Illinois 
penitentiary, for the 
Central Illinois hospital for the insane and 
for the Illinois Institution for the educa­ 
tion of tile blind were ordered to third 
reading.

I and secure construction for the language 
of the appropriation acts of 1883 and 1885, 
and makes it quite certain that it was the 
duty of the Governor to repair and replace 
and purchase anew the kinds of articles of 
household use mentioned in the resolutions. 
This being the stato of the law, it seems 
folly to investigate as to tho propriety of 
the purchase of this or that article, for 
both the law-making body and tho people 
are concluded by tho discretion of the 
Governor when exercised within the gen­ 
eral scope and meaning of the appropria­ 
tion acts. ’ ’ 
The report further says: 
“ It may seem that tho sums appropria­ 
ted are largo, but the General Assembly, 
not tho Governor, is responsible for that, 
and yet, when the size of the grounds an I 
of the executive mansion is considered, and 
the manner of construction and condition 
of the mansion are kept in view, it is very 
hard to point out a place in which the ex­ 
penditure of a less sum or the exercise of a 
greater economy, would not have boon in ­ 
consistent with tho dignity of the placo as 
the official residence of the Governor. 


T h e M in o r ity R e p o r t. 
Senator Strattan, the Democratic mem­ 
ber of tho sub-committee, 
presented a 
minority report, dissenting from the views 
of his associates. 
He says: 
“ Notwithstanding tho constitution and 
the statute forbid positively the receiving 
by the Governor of any money, benefit, or 
other compensation than his salary and the 
occupancy of the executive mansion, yet a 
large part of tho $18,705.74 spent a t the 
mansion during Gov. Oglesby’s term was 
expended for articles for his private and 
family uso—namely, for dry goods, furni­ 
ture, tinware, glassware, ice, servant hire, 
ornaments, cooking utensils, and other 
articles not embraced in the terra ‘occu 
pancy of tho mansion. ’ ’ ’ 
Mr. Strattan finds that of various sums 
expended for specified repairs portions 
were diverted to other uses, which, he 
holds, was in violation of tho law. 
Mr 
Strattan continues: 
“ Your minority further dissents from 
that part of the * m ajority report which 
says: 
‘The articles purchased were actual­ 
ly used in the care and repair of the execu­ 
tive mansion, ’ for the reason that hundreds 
of dollars’ worth of these purchases and 


expenditures were for such things as are 
not contemplated in the term ‘care and 
repair of the mansion.' 
Your minority 
further dissents from the report of the 
m ajority where it says that tho ‘term ex­ 
ecutive mansion includes not only the 
building in which the Governor resides, 
but also the household furniture of every 
description within the mansion,* for the 
reason that if the law had contemplated 
providing the Governor with every article 
for housekeeping it would have said so.” 
In conclusion Mr. Stratton calls atten 
tion to the dilapidated condition of the 
executive mansion, notwithstanding the 
large sums expended for repairs, and 
says: 
“ Your minority would therefore beg 
leave to say that the preamble of the 
resolution

correct in every particular, and inasmuch

should be adopted to 
systematize the expenditure of money for 
this purpose, and some provision should
